As to pojfeffing our Neighbours Country, 
and giving it to our Soltsers, it feemsto 
me notany part of thi: Matter; we cannot 
do is, we cannot think of it withoue de- 
ftroying cur own juft Pretences, and orca- 
_ fionally confor ming tothat Tyranny we pro- 
~ fefs to pull down. 


af Am told, Tama little too arrogant in 
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England has Ways and Means fufficient 
to reward thofe, that venture their Lives 
in her Servi Were we inelin’d to be 

rateful, and pot when Men have fought 
or us, and deliver’d us, and come tobe 
disbanded, turn them away with Poverty 
and Contempt, and expofe them to Jails 
and Gibbets , or to feek Bread in foreign 
Service, of which I fhall {peak in its Seafon. 

But that I may not offer my Opinion
